Th ih 
In all these ways we wilt transmit thi - 
city to thdpc not less, liiil m'eatcr. bet- 
ter ftiid niDVe licauiifiil lliaii it xvii 
transmitted to ns- 

'I now have the lery ureal pleasiii" 
of introducing to .von the honorahl 
and genial Thomas M. Russel, Mays- 
ville'a progreaalve and up-to-date and 
live wire Mayor, and as Preaident of 
the Board of Education and interestei! 
In the welfare of the city. It ia my hope 
that Maysvllle under the present ad- 
ministration will grow in wealth, pow- 
er and prosperity until It will not only 
be the pride of her native dtlaene but 
of the whole country."

Ponto Del Qada, Aaorea, May 17.— ^ 

The seaplane N'C-4 has landed at 
Horta on the island of Payal of the 
Azores group. 

The landing was accomplished at 
9:25 a. m., New York time. 

Horta Is about 160 miles from the 
American base at Ponto Del Oada. 

The aeaplane NC-4, leading the 
American trana-Atlantic flight, flrst 
sighted land at Plores, the western' 
most of the Azores. 

The NC-1 was close behind. 

Wireless messages to the I'. S. S. 
Melville, tlio seaplane motherahip liere. 
said land was sighted at ":.'!.'> a. m. 
New York time. 

The NC-3, carrying Commander 
John H. Towers, leader of the air ex- 
pedition, is lagging behind, but pass- 
ed the destroyer Craven, Station 18. at 
.^:45 a. m. 

The radio from the Craven said tlic 
.\C-3 was going at terrific speed, evi 
dently trying to catch up. 

Flores la 320 miles from I'oiita Del- 
Gada. It is estimated that the planes 
are hurtling through the air at a speed 
approximately 96 miles an hour. If 
that apeed is mainteined, navy officers 
estimated, the planes, barring mishaps, 
should reach Ponta Delgada In less 
than three and a half hours. 

Navy olllcials here are amazed at 
the achievement of the American air^ 
craft during the lirst half of the long- 
voyage from Treiiasaey to the Azores. 

Throughout the night a group of en.< 
thusiaatio officera clustered about the 
wireleea apparatus in the office of 
Commander W. R. Wortman and Cap- 
tain Arwin^ on the seaplane motlicr 
ship Melville. 

The excitement grew as message 
after message rasped in from the var- 
ious destrbyors in niid-sca. Kacli suc- 
ceeding message indicated tlie pilots 
were sui;pasa|ng every hope of their 
comiadea at this endi 

Testerday when the flaah that the 
tilers had taken the air at Trepas- 
sey was received here, wireless mes- 
sages went broadcast over the sea re- 
questing mercliant ships to restrict 
tlie use of their radius to a iiilnimuir

All night long wagera were eagerly of" 
fercd and eagerly anapped up.
